They know all parts and placesof 
The created world,can diſcourle of every thing v2ſible and znviſible, di- 
vige, humane and mundane ; whether it be meanr of ſubſtances or acci- 
dents , arc ignorant of nothing but the way to heaven, are acquainted 
with at Laws and cuſtoms,lave the Law of God, and cuſtoms of Chriſti- 
axily ; they ate ſtrangers no where bur wa the court of their own Ccon- 
ſciences: Yea, they build as hard, and ercf as high as did the Babel- 
builders ; bur all co no purpole ; they never come to the roof, and 
when they die rhey are undoze.

Saving knowledge of the truth, works a love of thetruth known t yea 
tis a uniform conſenr, of knowledge and a&ion. He only is wiſe, 
that is wiſe for his own ſoul: he whoſe conſcience pulleth all he hears, 
and reads to his heart, and his hearr roGod : who turneth hish 
kdgerofaith, his faitk toſeeling, and..all ro walk worthy of. his Re* 

» Hethart {ubdues his ſexſual deſires and appetite, to the more 
wble faculties of reaſon, and wadertlanding ; and makes that underſtan« 


ding of his to ſcrye him, by whom ir is, and dothunderſtand, - He 
that ſubdues his lwfts ro bis will, ſubmits his will.to reaſon ;; his rcaſon 
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to faith; hisfaith, his reaſon, his will, himſelt ro the will of Gady 
this is prattica], experimencal, and ſaving knowledge; - ro which - 


the other is but a bare name, or title. A competnet eſtate (we know) 
well busbandcd, is berterthan a vaſt patrimony neglefted. Never any 
meer'man ( ſince the firſt) knew ſo much as Solomon: many thar 
have known leſs, have had more command of themſelves. 

Alas ! they are 2ot alwayes the wiſeſt, that know moſt: For none 
more wile and learned in the worlds account, than the Scy;bes and 
Vþhareſees: yer Chriſt calls them four times blind, and wwice fools in 
one chapter, Matth.23. andthe like of Balaam, 2 Pct.2,' 6. whohad 
ſuch a prophetical knowledge, that ſcarce any of the Prophets, had 
a cleerer revelation of the Mrſſiah rocome. Andrthe ſame may be 
affirmed of Judas, and Athitophel; for many that know a great deal 
leſs, are far wiſer, Yea, one poor crucified thief, being converted , 
n an honrs time, had more true wiſdom and knowledge infaſedino 
him, than had all the Rylers, Scribes, and Phariſees. 

It is yery obſervable, what the Hizb Prieſt rold the Council,asthey 
were ſer ro condemne Chyiſt ; Ye know nothing at all: he ſpaketruer 
than he meant it ; for it we know notthe Lord Ieſus, our knowledge 
15 either nothi2g, or nothing worth, Rightly a man knows no more 
than he praRtilerh, Ir is ſaid of Chriſt, 2 Cor. 5. 21. that he kzewno 
fa; becauſe he did no fin: in which ſenſe, he knows n0 good, that. 
doth a0. good. Theſe things if ye kaow ( faith our Saviour) bappy are ye, 
if ye do them, Joh-13.179, And in Peut.4.6. Keepthe commandements 
of God, and do them : for this is your wiſdom, and underſtanding before 
Goa, and man. 

Whar is the xotzonal ſweetneſs of Honcy, to the experimental taſte of 
ir ?
